tement in explanation of the plan as 
follows. 

“No minimum price has been fixed, 
neither has any maximum price beef 
established. The sale of the wheat 
crop of 1919, will be made by the Can- 
ada Wheat board and the price will be 
de by the world market. The 
governmént has arfanged that the 
seller of the wheat, that is the farmer 
shall receive an initial payment 
not yet been decided upon. It is to 
be reeOmmended by the wheat boar, 
on which, the produéers are fully rep- 
resented, The board will decide in the 
light of market condition what is the 
highest. advance payment that safely 
can be made. The amount of this ad- 
vance payment will be announced in a 
few days. 

“The wheat is then, as I have pre- 
viously stated to be marketed at the 
world rate and the balance received 
therefrom, after costs and charges are 
deducted is to be divided amongst the 
sellers of the wheat, so that each far- 
mer will receive in addition to the in- 
itial payment his fair share of the sur- 
plus, received, over and above that pri- 
ce and will receive it in accordance 
with the quantity of wheat he has sold 
If it so happens that the world mar- 
ket prices are Jess than the initial pay- 
ment made to the farmer, the govern- 
ment will stand the loss. Under the 
peculiar conditions existing in the 
wheat importing countries and the dis- 
turbed state of finances which neces- 
sitates buying by government agenc- 
ies and institutions, also the necessity 
for the formation of credits with 
which to purchase, the government 
came to the conclusion, on the best of 
information, that some plan would ha- 
ve to be adopted in Canada if the 
wheat was, in the first instance, to be 
quickly and steadily marketed and the 
world price to be obtained. It is a 
fact also that the methods of the go- 
vernment conform exactly to the pro- 
positions submitted by the committee 
of the council of agriculture for Can- 
ada.’’ 

It seems difficult to understand the 
opposition developed to the govern- 
ment’s plan, especially in view of the 
very “décided stand takeri-by the Can- 
adian council of agriculture, in sesgion 
at Winnipeg, embodied the results of 
its deliberations in a memorandum, 
which afterwards came into the hands 
of the government, and which, in the 
principle it advocated and in the me- 
thods for carrying out that principle, 
is almost identical with the govern- 
ment’s plan itself. 

The council gave the reasons why a 
change from normal methods was ren- 
dered necessary under present condi- 
tions as follows: 

“1 That the entire importation of 
wheat into European countries is un- 
der government control. 

“2 That the United States, Canada's 
principal competitor in the case of 
wheat, has created a highly organized 
and well financed corporation under 
government direction of its exportable 
surplus. 

“ That it is imperative in the nation- 
al interest that Canada should secure 
the maximum return for its wheat 
crop. 

“4 That the opening of the mark- 
ets for unrestricted trade in wheat on 
the Canadian grain exchanges, as it 
is in immediate prospects would pro- 
mote speculative rather than legitim- 
ate trade. 

“5 That because the true functions 
of grain exchanges can only be per- 
formed when international operations 
ere possible in an unrestricted way, 
this would entirely fail to provide 
means of disposing successfully of the 
wheat crop. 

“6 That trading under such condit- 
ions with the attendant risks would 
provide a market at country points 
for wheat only at prices much below 
its real value and at times be bound 
to result in there being no country 
market at all. 

“Therefore,’’ 
tinues. 

“The Canadian council of agricult- 
ure is strongly opposed to the open 
ing of the Canadian markets for un 
restricted trading in wheat, and would 
reiterate its recommendation of Aug 
ust 1918, that the government of Can 
ada create, without delay, a body sim 
ilar to the United States Grain corpor 
ation, with like powers and functions 
and with the financial accommodations 
adequate to its operations. 

“That is precisely what the govern 
ment has done, and in doing it has fol 
lowed step by step and line by line 
the detailed recommendations of the 
¥rain committee of the Canadian coun 
cil of agriculture. The main difficulty 
is that instead of creating a Carpora 
tion and putting $200,000,000 at its 
back, the government has appointed a 
Canadian wheat board and has put the 
necessary financial accommodation at 
its back. In no essential point is 
the system organized by the govern 
ment at variance with the recommend 

ution of the Canadian Council 
riculture.

the real punch behind the governments 
campaign to reduce the high cost of 
living were given today in unmistake- 
able fashion in many cities. 

While attorney General Palmer was 
telling the senate agriculture commit- 
tee that he intended to prosecute ev- 
ery dealer guilty of selling at higher 
prices than those listed by the fair 
priee committee of each county, word 
came from Chicago, St. Louis and Bir. 
mingham of seizures of great quanti- 
ties of foodstuffs by federal officials, 
who recently were instructed to pro- 
ceed under the food control act to stop 
hoarding. In Chicago 1,282 tubs of 
butter, worth $50,000 were seized; in 
St Louis 284,180 pounds of coffee, 
which has been showing rapid advance 
in price and in Birmingham, 100 bbls 
of sugar. 

Mr. Palmer told the senate commit- 
tee that he believed the great major- 
ity of farmers and food dealers were 
not profiteering, but that the suggest- 
ed amendment to the food control act 
extending it to clothing and providing 
a criminal penalty of $5,000 fine or two 
years imprisonment or both, was nec- 
essary to make effective the campaign 
against those who are dishonesty 
gouging the public. There was a div- 
ision of opinion among the senators as 
to the advisability of the legislation, 
several declaring that the amendment 
gave the department of justice too 
drastic powers over commerce, while 


———————— 


others questioned the constitutionality 
of extending the life of the food con- 
rol act beyond the declaration of peace 
as has been suggested. 

“Given this penalty we can break 
the backbone of this profiteering in 
sixty days,” Mr. Palmer retorted crisp- 
ly, “and then we won’t have to worry 
about constitutionality.”

In South Alberta there 1s not 
much news to report respecting 
grain crops. There will be some 
feed on fields that have failed and 
the pastures are freshening. Flax 
ig now doing well but is hot suffic- 
iently advanced for this time of 
the year. The potato crop is con- 
siderably improved,. Most of the 
south country has received about 
four inches of rain within the past 
three or four weeks. The soil is 
how in condition for cultivation in 
preparation for next year. 

(The chief value of the rain at 
the present time is to relieve the 
anxiety among people who have 


for cattle that are being put on the 
market to reduce stocks. Good 
stockers on the Calgaéry market 
have risen from six and a half to 
eight cents over the past fortnight 
and the demand is satisfactory at 
this price.

A stretch of hail varying 
from two to five miles wide ran 
from Volmer Station eastward for 
a distance of about ten miles. 
Small patches have been visited by 
hail in the peace river country and 
Spruce Grove.
